Where specimens are not indicated ths report is based on the authority 
i the person cited. The date given is that of its earlicst roported appcar- 
ance in 1924.

STATUS OF WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST . CONTROL IN THE U. S. IN 1924 
(Prepared by J. F.’Martin, Office of Blister Rust Control) 


This destructive disease of five-needled pines (white pines) is pres- 
ent in the New England States, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Washington. In Canada it occurs in the provinces 
of British Columbia, Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick,. Nova Scotia, and Prince 
Edward Island. The results of scouting show that the European or cultivated 
black currant (Ribes nigrum) is one of the most important factors in the 
long distance spread and local establishment of this disease. Gradually the 
important white pine states are declaring it a public nuisance and prohibit- 
ing its further cultivation. The U. S. Department of Agriculture also recog- 
nizes this species as a distinct menace to the white pine timber supply of 
the country and is opposed to its growth in the United States. 


. Progress of control in the East 


The control campaign in New England and New York has made good progress 
Since its inception in 1922. Public interest and cooperation in the work has 
been very satisfactory as shown by the following tables:

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CEDAR BLIGHT CAUSED BY PHOMOPSIS JUNIPEROVOR. Hid 
{Prcpared by Glenn Gardner Hahn, Offiec of 
Investigations in Forost Pathology) 


Cedar blight was first observed by F. C. Stewart as « destructive dis- 
case of young red cedar trees caiscd by 2 Phoma in a nursery at Kmt, Iowa, 
1896-7. (Phyto thology 8: 45-44. July 1918). at that time spocimens were 
soit to B. M. Dugger (1897) who obtained the Phome in pure miture bit did not 
procecd further with the investigation. The ccstrictiveness of this dlight 
organism 4S & virilent parasite of young red ccdar trees wis Inter sbserved 
by G. G. Hedgcook (1903-4) when he surveyed heavy infeetions in mursery secd- 
ling stock «t Albert Lea, Minnesota; Charles City snd Shenandoch, Isawa; and 
Missouri. He reports one nurscry -in Iowe as being practically wiped out with 
tho diseaso. In 1915-16 R. G. Picrec obsarved the ecdar blight as a important 
disease causing large damage in nurserics at Cedar Bluff md North Band, Neb- 
raska; Hays, Kansas; Dundee and Glenvicow, Illinois; and Charles City, Iowa. He 
states that onc nursory in Nebraske growing a million sccdlings of castern red 
ceder was practically wiped out by the blight. C. Harticy od the writer. in- 
vestigated the discasc at nurscrics in Illinois (1916-17) isolating and prov. 
ing a cmisal parasito which was assigned tentatively to the scenus Phoma. (Jour. 
Agric. Res. 10; 543-549. Sept. 1917). This Phoma was a little later definitely 
identified ana desoribed as Phomopsis juniperovora n. sp. Hahn. (Phytopathology 
10: 249-253. Apr. 1920). | 

Wherc the blight has beon under obscrvation it has proven @ most impor-= 
tant parasitic disense. Certain of the horticultural eccdar varictics are 
particularly suscoptiblic. In bchavior the blight is tyvical. The smiller 
twigs first@iow up brom and dead. The discaso my move downward into the 
oldcor parts easing cankors to form which mey completcly girdle or kill only 
one Side of the stam. Where girdling occurs all the parts beyond cic. Cedar 
blight may be the cmse of serious loss in coniforous nursery sccdling beds. : 
The blight and cmkers may also appear as a destructive discase in older stock 
both in nurseries and in ornamental plmtings. Plants affoctcad with th blisht 
are often not rccogniazcd as discased and conscaqucntly have beon widely dis- 
tributed. 

The scriousness of the cedar blight is further ineroascd by the fact 
that Juniperus virginiana and the horticultural varicties of Junipcms are not 
the only cedar group attackcd by the parasitc. Cupressus, Thuja, Ketinospora, 
Cryptomcria are also subject to the discasc.e The blight end emkor have beon 
produced artificially by the writer on Lerix decidva (European Lerch) and 
Pscudotsuga dowglueil (California type). Phomopsis spp. closcly agrocing 
morphologically with P. junipcrovora have been also identificd by the writer 
as infecting naturally Taxus baceata fastigiata, Cephalotaxus drupacea, 
Taxodium distichum, and Pscudotsuga dawalesii (California tyoc) with the 
Phomopsis from Juniporus. These Phomopsis spocics are for the present ro- 
gerded as strains of P. junipcrovora. 

| h .Phomopsis has beon investigated in Transvaal, South a»friceca, as ccus- 
ing e serious blight in 1919 among nursery grown scodlings 2f Cupressus 
arizonica, CG. merocarpa and CG. torulosa (So. .friem Jour. Sci. 15; 613-617. 
July 1919). This parasite is regarded as possibly identicalwith P. juniper- 
ovora. 


Suggestions for the control of cedar Dlight are givm in the paper on 
a nursery blight of codars referred to above. Spraying with on adhesive 
Bordeaux spray designed to kcop the secdling and tronsplant growth completely 


ani continually covored thraghowt tho Zrowing soxson, the initial spraying 
being performed very carly inthe spring to prevmt the blisht from gaining a 
Poothsid in the scodling bods, scoms to bo the most likaly mans of control. 
Seasons of cxecptional rainfall whon oxcecssive moisture is prosent sre con- 
Gucive to the spread of the disense. Mocthods of cutting down an uruc 
moisturc supply are therofore of bonofit. Cankers should be pruned out of 
darge trocs to prevent tho furthor spread of the parasite. 

No systematic survey to dotcrminc the. geographical distribution of 
¢cder blight has been mdc, but from a stady of the specimens montioned below 
anc from reports it is dcfinitcly known to extmd in certain statcs along the 
Atlantic Scaboard from Now York to Florida; throw;hout the Midale Jest from 
southern Minnesota va alnbama; and it is not known farther west than cestern 
Nebraska and Aansa

The method of inocu- 
lation consisted in inserting bits of pure culture mycelium in 
slits made in the cambium or héalthy- limbs or twigs; the inocu-_ 
lations on apple limbs were ma@e at the orchard of the Texas 
Agricultural Experiment Station at College Station, and the 
rose inoculations were made in the writcr's home garden. The 
inoculated aréas were protected with sterile cloth bands and 
grafting wax. ‘The results of the inoculation secmed to indi- 
cate that the organism from the rose and from the apple were 
apparently one and the same.
